Under a gentleman's agreement in 
the House, that body Is to begin im- 
mediately a series of three-day rseees- 
es until October 4, while the Senate 
goes ahead at full speed. 

Presentation to the Senate of the 
peace treaties and jiossibly of the reve- 
nue bill wer» expected to be the prin- 
cipal events, today, although there was 
a possibility that only a perfunctory 
session would he held, and business 
put over until tomorrow. A hard fight 
is said to he in prospect against the 
treaties by Senator Borah, of Idaho, 
and a few other Republicans and some 
Democrats beeaiile of their opposition 
to what they consider European en- 
tanglements.
